American  playwright  Robert  E. 
Lee  will  address  BYU's  Forum 
Assembly  Thursday  at  10  a.m.  in 
the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

Dr.  Lee  considers  the  stage  a bat- 
tleground of  ideas.  His  plays,  most 
of  them  written  in  collaboration 
with  Jerome  Lawrence,  have  won 
countless  prizes  and  are  performed 
throughout  the  world. 

27  LANGUAGES 

“Inherit  the  Wind”  has  been 
translated  into  27  different  lang- 
uages and  is  one  of  the  most  fre- 
quently produced  works  in  Ameri- 
can university  theaters.  Sharply 
contrasting  in  style  and  subject  is 
his  famous  “Auntie  Marne.” 

In  1962  Dr.  Lee  obtained  his  doc- 
torate in  literature  from  Ohio  Wes- 
leyan University  in  Delaware.  Un- 
til recently  he  held  the  chair  of 
playwriting  at  the  College  of  Thea- 
ter Arts  of  the  Pasadena  Play- 
house. 

With  his  co-author.  Mr.  Lawrence, 
Dr.  Lee  is  one  of  the  founders  of 
the  world's  largest  networks,  the 
Armed  Forces  Radio  and  Televi- 
sion Services.  He  has  worked  ex- 
tensively for  the  United  Nations 
and  twice  has  received  the  Pea- 
body Award. 

NEW  PLAYS 

To  encourage  producers  to  pre- 
sent new  plays  instead  of  revivals. 
Dr.  Lee  and  Mr.  Lawrence  found- 
ed the  Margo  Jones  Award.  As  a 
governor  of  the  American  Play- 
wrights Theater,  of  which  he  is  co- 
founder. Dr.  Lee  is  seeking  to 
break  the  bottleneck  of  Broadway 
and  to  bring  the  excilment  of  gen- 
uine first-nights  to  the  nation. 

Dr.  Lee's  first  book,  “Television 
the  Revolution”  was  hailed  in  a 
FcH-eward  by  the  late  Lee  de  For- 
est as  the  first  definitive  work  on 
sight-broadcasting.

attention. 

We  think  that  the  student  body 
and  the  Alumni  deserve  to  know 
what  has  (or  hasn’t)  been  done 


in  this  area  of  athletic  public  re- 
lations. We  invite  those  respons- 
ible to  answer  with  results,  not 
excuses.

AUSTIN,  Tex.  (UPI)-President 
Johnson  announced  Tuesday  he  is 
going  to  Mexico  Saturday,  slash- 
ing federal  programs  by  ^.3  bil- 
lion and  will  decide  “in  the  next 
few  hours  or  days”  a possible 
Christmas  and  New  Year’s  truce 
in  Viet  Nam. 

In  a suddenly  called  news  con- 
ference at  his  federal  office  here. 
Johnson  said  he  would  go  south 
of  the  border  for  a two-hour  visit 
with  President  Gustavo  Diaz  Ordaz 
Of  Mexico  at  the  site  of  the  Amis- 
tad  dam  on  the  Rio  Grande.

New  Rule  For  WAC  Cagers 


Brigham  Young  University  will 
initiate  a new  foul  rule  this  ba^* 
etball  season,  beginning  with  Fri- 
day's opener  against  New  Mexico 
State. 

Not  all  of  the  Cougar’s  home 
games  will  be  played  under  the 
new  rule,  however,  and  fans  may 
become  a bit  confused. 

When  the  Western  AthleUc  Con- 
ference athletic  directors  and 
coaches  unanimously  accepted  the 
Basketball  Rules  Committee’s  in- 
vitation to  pilot  an  experiment  with 
a proposed  rule  change  designed 
to  further  reduce  free  throwing, 
visiting  non-conference  opponents 
were  invited  to  participate.  Only 
six  declined,  including  the  Cougars’ 
opponents  on  December  10-20. 

That  means,  of  course,  that  all  of 
the  Cougars’  home  games  with 
collegiate  opponents  will  be  played 
under  provisions  of  the  experimwit, 
excefrt  the  St.  Mary’s  & Loyola 
games,  which  will  be  governed  en- 
tirely by  the  regular  NCAA  rules. 

In  the  experiment,  no  free  throws 
will  be  awarded  for  the  first  six 
“common”  fouls  in  eadi  half;  in- 
stead, the  ball  will  be  awarded  out 
of  bounds  to  the  offended  team.  For 
subsequent  common  fouls,  the  (rf- 
fended  player,  as  in  the  past,  will 
be  awarded  a free  throw,  plus  a 
bonus  throw  if  the  first  is  succ- 
essful (one-and-<Mi€  opportunity). 

Free  throws  will  be  awarded  at 
all  times  for  personal  fouls  not 
classified  as  “common.”  These  in- 
clude fouls  committed  against  play- 
ers who  are  shooting  and  intention-
